W ashington, Mar. 15 (A.P.) —

The result — a 227 to 187 v ote 
against considering a resolution 
proposing to amend the consti­ 
tution by giv ing the state indi­ 
v idual control ov er liq uor, was 
hailed by wets and modification- 
iSts as presaging v ictory next 
time. The drys claimed the re­ 
sult prov ed their lines strong, 
though some conceded a gain to 
their foes.

—From a much reduced army of 
income tax payers the treasury 
today receiv es returns on 
the 
earnings of last year, learning 
for the first time just how great 
an income shrink age has oc­ 
curred since the years of boom­ 
ing prosperity. 
The gov ernment will be luck y, 
officials believ e if the first q uar­ 
ter payments, which m ust be 
made with the returns by the 
deadline of m idnight tonight, 
am ount to as much as $200.- 
09 0,000. This means their m axi­ 
mum expectation for 19 31 in­ 
come taxes is not far from $89 0,- 
000,000. 
Not more than 2,000,000 per­ 
sons are expected to pay tax this 
year while a year ago approxi­ 
mately 2.500,000 contributed. 
Tak en by fiscal years, receipts 
during the term from last July to 
next June are not expected to 
total more than 
$1,000,000,000. 
which is the lowest am ount re­ 
ceiv ed for such a period since 
the income tax law went into ef­ 
fect in 19 17. In 19 23 they hit the 
prev ious low 
at 
$1.600,000.000. 
Ev er since then they had climbed 
until a peak of $2,410,000,000 v /as 
receiv ed in 19 39 . 
If thè first q uarter collections 
total in the v icinity of two hun­ 
dred millions, they will compare 
with $335.000.000 a year ago; 
$559 .000 000 in 19 30 and $601,000,- 
000 in 19 29 . 
It will be sev eral days before 
the total of collections can be 
learned, as they are 
gathered 
and tabulated at widely scat­ 
tered internal rev enue offices and 
not- renoi’ted officially until paid 
in to the treasury. 
Last figures on the treasury 
conditions, as of March 11, listed 
a deficit of $1 .867.736,717. for the 
v ear, representing the difference 
between expenditures, and total 
collections 
of 
$1.383.609 ,000. 
These included $679 ,803,000 in­ 
come taxes.

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RADIO HAS WIDE USE 
The av erage indiv idu al tu rns a knob or two on 
his radio, and enjoy s a program of mu sic, lec­ 
tu re or some form of entertainm ent, giv ing little 
thou ght to the great u ses other than entertain­ 
m ent to which radio and wireless is being pu t. 
In this modern age of ou rs nothing seems im­ 
possible, and man has su rely done mu ch to con­ 
qu er the air. Commerce and indu stry sav e mil­ 
lions of dollars annu ally by the widespread u se of 
radio, other than th at of commu nication, and 
while we enjoy the free u se of the radio within 
ou r homes, we shou ld ponder ov er these other 
great achiev ements. 
Millions hav e been sav ed for the shipping in­ 
du stry alone by radio as a nav igation aid. The 
U. S. Lighthou se serv ice m aintains radio beacons 
at all strategic points along the coast and hu ge 
ocean liners are thu s kept on their cou rse. 
Radio beacons hav e play ed a large part in av ­ 
iation as direction finders. 
The larger power companies in nearly ev ery big 
city find radio an inv alu able aid in detecting an 
approaching storm. 
Geologists in oil-produ cing states arc now u s­ 
ing radio to discov er oil deposits. 
Use of radio as an aid to minerologists seeking 
to discov er preciou s metal or ore deposits in the 
earth is another recent dev elopment. Radio im­ 
pu lses are discharged throu gh the area to be 
tested and the mineral is detected by a process 
similar to that in discov ering oil. 
Nav al ex perts hav e now perfected means of 
controlling a ship by radio and the battleship 
Iow’a was su nk in this way some y ears ago by 
the U. S. Nav y . Ex periments are now being con­ 
du cted in radio control of v essels by the German 
nav y . A manless ship has been sent ou t to sea 
and steered entirely by radio control. 
Other non-commu nication u ses of radio in­ 
clu de the growing art of telev ision, transmission 
of facsimilie messages and photographs and the 
u tilization of radio in connection with “wired 
wireless.” Railroads are also sav ing time and 
labor by installing radio on long freight trains 
for commu nication between caboose and engine. 


SERVICE TO OTHERS 
Up u ntil a few y ears ago it was thou ght by 
most people that only ministers, doctors and 
teachers serv ed hu manity . 
In the present generation all of this has been 
changed. Today ev ery workman who carries his 
whole day ’s wage home is known to hav e earned 
th at wage in a serv ice to society and hu manity . 
People today are coming to the belief th at the 
best way they can help others is to produ ce mu ch 
that their profit shall be large and th at they 
shall nev er become dependent u pon others. The 
old idea of serv ice was direct, while today the 
new serv ice is indirect. 
The motto of two lu ncheon clu bs today speak 
on this su bject. The Rotary clu b, “Serv ice Abov e 
Self,” and the Kiwanis clu b, “We Bu ild,” show 
clearly that this is an age of thinking and doing. 
We still find people who are lamenting the 
passing of the era, howev er, when men and wom­ 
en consecrated their liv es to u nselfish serv ice and 
prepared themselv es to become preachers, mis­ 
sionaries, teachers or cou ntry doctors, that they 
might administer to the spiritu al, mental and 
phy sical needs of hu manity . These sacrifices 
were made to hu manity , in most cases, withou t 
thou ght of large worldly gain.
